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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 19, line 1 , change "the" to -The-, to correct an obvious 
typographical error. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a high strength polyethylene multifilament 
essentially as claimed in claims 10 and 12, said multifilament requiring the specific 
combination of properties of a stress Raman shift factor not smaller than -5.0 cm- 
1/(cN/dTex), an average strength of not lower than 38 cN/dTex; knot strength retention 
not lower than 40% and an elongation at break of from 2.5% inclusive to 6.0% inclusive 
(claim 10) or said multifilament having a crystal size of monoclinic crystal of not larger 
than 9nm, an average strength of not lower than 38 cN/dTex, and knot strength 
retention of not lower than 40% (claim 12) . In particular, Japanese Patent Publication 
JP 2003-64525 (machine translation) teaches the formation of high strength 
polyethylene filaments having a tensile strength of 15cN/dtex or more and a Raman 
shift factor of -5.5 cm-1/(cN/dTex). However, it is noted that the minimum strength 
requirement of the present invention is more than twice that of the Japanese publication 
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translation. The Japanese publication translation is silent as to the monoclinic crystal. 
Also, the Japanese publication translation does not teach or suggest that the knot 
strength retention is not lower than 40% as required by the present claims, and since 
this property has some dependency upon the processing conditions, there is no clear 
reason to believe that the fibers of the Japanese publication necessarily possess this 
property.
